Tkrougk con­ 
tributions from Its mein ber a, the 
Businessmen's Association la build­ 
ing a road epproxiately 1000 feet 
long with a 40-foot right of way, 
to make tka parking lot more ac­ 
cessible to motorists from outside 
the borough. It will have an asphalt 
surface. 
The road will cross borough pro­ 
perty and probably touch on land 
owned by former U. 8. Senator 
Joseph R. Grundy. Louis Dries,

agreed to donate his land to the 
borough for the project

BOSTON—(INS) — New devel­ 
opments, possibly additional ar­ 
rests, were expected today in the 
intensified probe of the 8681,700 
Danvers armored truck robbery. 
FBI agents promised arrests of 
two or three men ’‘momentarily” 
after a trap set for fee bandits 
who staged fee fabulous 91,219,000 
Brink's holdup, netted instead an 
ex-convlct, his wife and their col- 
lege-student son, in the Danvers 
case. 
George D. O’Brien, 43, under sur­ 
veillance in connection with the 
Brink’s 
theft, 
allegedly 
passed 
money stolen in the March 25, 
1952, robbery which was carried 
out while guards were drinking cof­ 
fee In a nearby drug store. 
O’Brien and his wife, Margaret, 
42, were arrested at their swank 
$21,000 Wollaston home, and their 
son, George Jr., 19, was arrested 
by FBI agents as he left his class­ 
room at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, 
The tother was charged wife 


participating in the robbery, white 
his wife and son were accused of 
receiving the stolen money. They 
pleaded Innocent. 
The tother was arrested after 
he paid for purchases at a Quincy 
store Monday with a bill alleged­ 
ly Identified as part of fee Danvers 
loot, a large part of which was 
recovered. He was held in $100,009 
hail. 
Bail of $5,000 for the son may 
he raised today by Mrs. O’Brien 
on the strength of the deed to their 
home. 
Investigators were reluctant to 
discuss the trap. But It reportedly 
was one devised shortly after tho 
holdup of fee Brink’s express com­ 
pany garage in Boston on Jan. 17, 
1950, more than two years before 
the U. 8. Trucking Corporation’s 
truck was looted of nine canvas 
money bags. 
O’Brien reportedly was identi­ 
fied by a witness as having been 
in the square in Danvers, 16 miles 
north of Boston, shortly before Ute 
robbery.

THROUGHOUT the United 
States, three classrooms out of 
every Ave are overcrowded. One 
out of every five pupils attends a 
schoolhouse which doesn’t meet 
minimum fire-safety condition!. 
There’s a shortage of 345,000 pub­ 
lic elementary and secondary 
school classrooms. 
In IWO, when there will be 10,- 
000,000 more pupils and students 
In our schools and colleges, there 
will be needed 425,000 additional 
classrooms 
Teacher Shortage 
Only 45,700 persons qualified to 
teach bi the elementary school! 
were graduated from college last 
year. There Is now a shortage of 
72,000 elementary school teachers 
properly prepared to teach. Bo 
reported, recently, the United 
States Commissioner of Educa­ 
tion, Dr. Lee M. Thurston 
Principals and superintendents 
can find persons to conduct 
classes by giving teaching exam­ 
inations which are not too bard 
tor enough persona to pass. 
Usual standards are forgotten. 
What else can be done? 
Low Salaries 
The average annual teacher’s 
salary In wealthy Brookline, Mas­ 
sachusetts, la $4,871, about the 
average plumber’s Income. 
Recently a 33-year-old veteran 
of the second World War notified 
the board of education of Sum­ 


mit, New Jersey, that he 
going to quit his teaching job at 
$85 a week to take a job driving 
a brewery truck for $137.50 a 
week. If this job were steady, It 
would amount to $7,150 a year, 
as against $4,420 for the teaching 
job. 
The starting pay for teachers In 
New York City, unless they have 
a master’s degree, Is $3,000 a year, 
or $58 a week. The best any 
teacher with a master’s degree 
can ever get In New York, as long 
as he teaches in a classroom, Is 
$8,500 a year. 
But the national average for 
teacher’s pay la much lower For 
the school year 1952-53, the aver­ 
age weekly salary for all public 
school Instructional personnel— 
classroom teachers, principals 
and supervisors — was 
$87,69. 
Weekly earnings by factory work­ 
ers as of mid-June was $72.04. 
Cost to Teaober 
Just consider the years acid 
personal cost of education re­ 
quired of the teacher. 
It looks aa if we parents to the 
United States figure that the 
education of oar children and our 
neighbors' children doesn’t mat­ 
ter much. Is there any wonder 
that there’s such a nation-wide 
shortage of teachers, and that so 
many who do teach are so poorly 
qualified? What should amaze us 
is that we have as many teachers 
as we do, and that their quality 
is as good as It la.
